Many whites are not aware that the rapid 
socioeconomic gains of biack America during the 


60's and early 70's have drastically levelled off Ac 
tually, despite an apparently burgeoning middle 
class, the biack community has suffered a relative 


slip in the overall standard of living 
in addition, Afro - America is increasingly af 
flictéd with political alienation The Democratic Par 


ty, once the vehicle of the New Deal and the Great 


Society. has moved con siderably to the nghtin pur 

suit of mainstream America It is no jonger res 
ponsive to black needs and aspirations The 
Republicans, especially with a potential Reagan ad 


ministration looming before the nation. offer an even 
less attractive aiternative 

Even more alarming is the growing threat of 
viclence against blacks The assassination attempt 
against Vernon Jordan rocked the biack community 





earlier this year. Mysterious murders of black adults 
upstate New York and of biack childrenin Atlanta 
Georg. are suspected to be race related 


rigughout the United States. the Ku Klux Klan and 


neg - Nazi groups are on the rise 
The type of racial hatred mentioned above is by 
far the most dangerous Unfortunately, it will always 
xiSt somewhere within any human society Usually 
sprea during times of social or economic 
instability, such as Our current ‘semi - recession.” it 
is a o> duct of frustration itself — a subintellectual 
rationalization which provides a scapegoat in the 
form of an easily - recognized minority 
However, there is also a New Racism confronting 
uS today. A great deal of anti - black sentiment 
among potentially liberal wnite Americans comes

The Corps, patterned after the federal Civilian 
Conservation Corps of the Depression era. has 
trained over 7.000 formerly unemployed young men 
and women between the ages of 16-23 to perform 
taSks Such 48 planting trees, clearing streams, and 
building trails 

The 7,000 corps members have pianted 5 million 
contlers, cut 130 miles of fuel breaks, pianted 1.000 
acres of Jojoba shrubs, cleared 3,250 acres of 
brush land (thereby reducing tire hazards) and 
generally Cleaned up the state 

Collins, a graduate of the University of Santa 
Ciara, but a dropout of both the University of 
Pennsylvania and the University of Yukon. proudly 
advertises the CCC as “hard work. low pay, and 
miserable conditions 

“| think kids today don't know how to work They 
expect things too easily and without that much ef- 
font. This program is different. You get up at6 am 
and work ali day But at the end of the day. you can 
see what you've done and say to yoursel!l ‘| did 
that?’ It's not like a 9 to 5 routine, pushing papers
